Here I wish to say that the Chief of the OKW, in important and 
decisive questi ns, certainly was not an advisor, In current, everyday 
affairs, he may have been an advisor in the way that he may have suggested 
here and there whut the Fuehrer would say to the various commanders, or that 
he could point out this or thst question concerning problems of deployment, 
After all, advice by the Chief cf the General Staff is still more important 
than advice fromthe chief of an organization or staff office, In strategic 
and tactical decisicns, of course, the Chisf of the General Staff would 
have sone say. In other questi nS, it would be more the Chief of the Leader- 
ship Staff. Or zanizational questions were to be discussed with the Chief of 
che High Command primarily, because the Fuehrer himself, as I have explained 
before, had est-blished several Supreme offices, He had to limit himself 
in his signatures, It took weeks, Sometimes, until one could get the necessary 
signatures for the Fuchrer, especially during the war, in view of the 
tremendous amount of Work, so that the business of Signatures was transferred 


to the respective staff offices. That explains Why there was hardly any 


decree cr order which the Fuchrer had given which was not signed by Keitel,
